1 . Claims 1 and 3-1 1 are pending in the application. 

2. Claims 1 and 3-11, renumbered as claims 1-10, are allowed since applicants 
arguments filed on Dec. 3, 2009 were persuasive regarding both prior art and written 
description rejections. The examiner agrees with the applicants arguments that prior art 
does not teach preparing light-emitting element by mixing alkali metals and alkali-earth 
metals with compounds of formula (3) as mentioned in the instant specification on page
